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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in this 
application because some of the figures are either missing some words or words are not 
legible to read. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent 
draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer 
prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 9 and 1 0 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Buchsbaum et al. (U. S. PAT. 6,266,634). 

In claims 9 and 10, Buchsbaum et al. teaches all claimed features in Fig. 17, a 
device comprising: one or more finite state automata building blocks (200); and a finite 
state automata building block controller (260) to communicate information between the 
one or more finite state automata building blocks and a memory device (220); and 
wherein the information is state information (task information, membership information) 
of the one or more finite state automata building blocks. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Buchsbaum et al. in view of Mohri et al. US 2003/0120480 A1 ). 

In claim 16, Buchsbaum et al. teaches all claimed features the device of claim 9; 
with the exception to teach wherein the information is a rule information for defining a 
regular expression implemented on the one or more finite state automata building 
blocks. However, Mohri et al. teaches in claim 1 a method comprising: generating a first 
finite-state automaton from the set of rules. 

Therefore; it would have been obvious to one ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention was made combine the teachings of Buchsbaum et al. with the 
teachings of Mohri et al. to provide a context-free grammar that can be represented by a 
weighted finite-state transducer. 

6. Claims 1 1-15 and 17-21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Claims 1-8 and 22-25 appear to comprise allowable subject matter.
